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1 . AT HIS URGENT REQUEST, BRAZILIAN CHARGE DINIZ CALLED 
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ON UNDER SECRETARY SISCO AFTERNOON FEBRUARY 18 TO REQUEST 
UNDER INSTRUCTIONS US SUPPORT AND ASSISTANCE WITH REFERENCE 
IAEA BOARD OF GOVERNORS CONSIDERATION OF SUBJECT TRILATERAL 
AGREEMENT NEXT WEEK. 

2. ESSENTIALLY DINIZ'S PRESENTATION FOLLOWED LINE OF 
EARLIER PITCH BY CABRAL DE MELLO IN BRASILIA (REFTEL A), 
ALTHOUGH SOMEWHAT MORE ABBREVIATED. DINIZ SAID HIS GOVERN- 
MENT IS DEEPLY WORRIED THAT SOVIETS MAY REQUEST INDEFINITE 
POSTPONEMENT OF CONSIDERATION OF THE AGREEMENT BECAUSE OF 
REFERENCE CONTAINED THEREIN TO WEST BERLIN. AGREEMENT HAS 
ALREADY REQUIRED CONSIDERABLE ADVANCE PLANNING AND PREPAR- 
ATION (E.G. IN TRAINING AREA). IF AGREEMENT NOW POSTPONED, 

HE SAID, THERE COULD BE SERIOUS ECONOMIC, SOCIAL AND EVEN 
POLITICAL REPERCUSSIONS IN BRAZIL. 

3. DINIZ THEN STATED THAT ASSUMING US ACCEPTS THE DRAFT 
AGREEMENT HE WAS INSTRUCTED TO REQUEST OUR ACTIVE SUPPORT 

FOR ITS APPROVAL AT FORTHCOMING BOARD MEETING. 

4. UNDER SECRETARY SISCO STATED THAT WE WOULD REVIEW 
MATTER IMMEDIATELY AND GET BACK TO HIM SOONEST. INGERSOLL 
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
